cities May 4, 1964, Post- 
master Robert Cooper said 
today. 

‘Service changes planned 
locally include the fol- 
lowing, Cooper said; 

l, Parcel Post Deliver- 
les: Parcel post deliveries 
on city parcel post route 
will be made every day as 
usual except on Tuesdays, 
Rural Route deliveries will 
continue as they are. As 
Tuesday is a very light 
parcel post day this 
will have very little effect 
as amount of parcels which 
will not be delivered is 
small. 

2. Window Services: 
Window service will be 
limited on Saturdays from 
8:30 AM to 12:30 PM with 
only one consolidated win- 
dow being open to handle 
all off services such as 
Stamps, parcel post, regis- 
try, and COD, Money 
orders will not be issued. 
Money order window will 
be closed. Rural carriers 
will not accept money or- 
der applications on Satur- 
days. Stamp vending ma- 
chine will be available at 
all hours, All postal busi- 
ness possible should he 
transacted on weekdays. 
Window services on other 
days will be the same as 
they are now. 

The Postmaster empha~ 
sized that no. essential 
major services are affect- 
ed under the orders. There 
will no change in home de- 
livery or special delivery. 
Regular business deliv- 
eries will continue as 
usual, Letters and other 
first-class mail will be 
handled with the same pri- 
ority as ever,

DRUG ADDICTION 


Drug addiction is a sad 
and tragic condition, It isa 
State of periodic or chronic 
intoxication produced by 
repeated consumption of a 
drug either natural or syn- 
thetic, It also creates an 
overpowering need amount- 
ing to compulsion to con- 
tinue taking the drug and 
to obtain it by any means. 
There is a tendency to 
increase the dose as the 
individual builds up a re- 
sistance with continued 
use, and there is also a 
psychic and generally a 
physical dependence on the 
effects of the drug. In the 
end, the drug creates an ef- 
fect detrimental to the in- 
dividual and to society, 

Narcotic drug addiction 
embraces three related 
phases-tolerance, physi- 
cal dependence, and habi- 
tuation. Tolerance pro- 
duces ‘a decrease in the 
effects of the same drug on 
repeated administration, 
Physical dependence is the 
development of an altered 
bodily state brought about 
by the repeated admin- 
istration of a drug which 
results in a characteristic 
train of symptoms when 
the drug is withheld, Ha- 
bituation is the emotional 
dependence on the use of 
the drug. 

Anyone who is familiar 
with drug addiction is a- 
ware of the characteristic 
Symptoms associated with 
the withdrawal of the drug 
used. Withdrawal symp- 
toms include restlessness, 
insomnia, muscle spasm, 


vomiting, colic, mental 
suffering, delirium and 
collapse. Victims of ad- 


diction also suffer an al- 
tered physical state which 
results in the body’s de- 
pendence on the drug, re- 
quiring continued admin- 
istration of the drug to 
prevent the agonizing 
withdrawal symptoms.
